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INTRODUCTION 


I record  with  regret  the  sudden  and  untimely  death  on  24-th  April,  1959,  of  Dr.  James 
Kelman,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Combined  Counties  of  Perth  and  Kinross  since  1946, 
under  whose  leadership  and  guidance  the  work  of  the  various  sections  of  the  County  Health 
Apartment,  including  Welfare,  Children  and  Sanitary  Departments,  was  carried  out  in  the 

year  1958. 

Tribute  has  already  been  paid  in  many  quarters  to  the  administrative  and  personal 
qualities  of  Dr.  Kelman,  under  whom  it  was  a pleasure  to  serve,  and  I would  merely  add  that 
it  will  be  my  endeavour  to  build  upon  the  foundations  so  firmly  laid  by  him  in  the  various 
schemes  designed  to  safeguard  the  health  of  this  community. 

This  Report  follows  the  pattern  of  those  of  previous  years,  separate  reports  being 
included  covering  the  non- transferred  functions  in  Perth  County,  Kinross  County  and  each  of 
the  twelve  Small  Burghs. 

The  upward  trend  in  the  Birth  Pate  in  recent  years  has  continued,  but  the  County  figure 
*as,  as  usual,  well  below  that  for  Scotland  as  a whole. 

The  Death  Pate  was  slightly  higher  than  last  year’s,  but  slightly  below  the  average 
for  recent  years,  and  well  below  the  Scottish  figure 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 

dus  County. 

i'early  three-quarters  of  all  the  deaths  occurred  at  age  6 5 years  and  upwards,  and  the 
principle  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease,  Cancer  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  with  Heart 
Disease  accounting  for  more  deaths  than  Cancer  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  together-  In 
almost  half  of  the  deaths  from  Heart  Disease,  Coronary  Thrombosis  was  included  in  the  cause 
inT  was  heavily  weighted  against  males  in  the  prime  of  life 

There  was  a further  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  with  cancer 
of  the  lung  accounting  for  32  deaths,  of  which  24  were  in  men  (7  5%)  - 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  remained  at  a low  level.  The  number  of  confirmed 
rew  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  32  - the  lowest  number  ever  recorded.  There  was. 
howe-'er,  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  non- respi ratory  tuberculosis 
Despite  this  slight  rise,  the  general  trend  in  recent  years  has  been  a markedly  downward 
one,  accounted  for  by  the  combined  onslaught  of  modem  chemotherapy  surgery,  mass 
miniature  radiography,  Mantoux  testing,  B C- G vaccination  together  with  higher  living 
■tankards,  clean  milk  supplies  and.  better  housing  Treatment  is  more  successful  and  of 
shorter  duration  if  the  disease  is  discovered  early,  ar-d  if  all  would  use  the  facilities 
*va  ‘able  for  early  detection  and  prevention  we  might  look  forward  with  confidence  to 
.’-adcating  this  scourge  entirely  from  our  midst  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  vaccination  and  immunisation  schemes  have  continued  to  sun  smoothly  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  the  age  group  to  which  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  was 
further  extended  to  include  adults  up  to  25  years  of  age  Tne  response  in  the  young  adult 
group  has  been  disappointing  only  some  20%  of  those  elig  ble  having  registered  so  fa 
Third  or  booster  injections  of  poliomyeli  tis  vaccine  were  offered  to  all  those  who  had 
already  had  two  injections 

Rirther  improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Welfare  Homes,  including  an  extension  to 
the  existing  toilet  facilities  at  Guil- an- Daraich 

V’ith  the  greater  expectation  of  life,  the  number  of  old  people  in  the  community  is 
increasing  and  the  demand  for  accommodation  in  Old  Folks  Homes  is  increasing 
proportionately.  The  time  is  approaching  when  further  accommodation  will  have  to  be 
provided  and  in  anticipation  of  such  provision  being  made  1 would  suggest  any 
accommodation  acquired  for  this  purpose  should  be  on  one  level  so  that  it  might  be 


suitable  for  frail  old  ambulant  people  who  are  unable  to  negotiate  stairs  Meantime  the 
provision  of  lifts  at  Stratheam  Home  and  Oiil  an  Daraich  would  enable  the  accommodation 
already  available  there  to  be  used  to  better  advantage  for  the  frail  ambulant 

The  Children  s Officer  reports  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  care 

No  great  difficulty  has  been  encountered  so  far  in  recruitment  to  the  District  Nursing 
Service  the  standards  of  which  have  been  maintained  at  a very  high  level 

Hiring  the  year,  Mr  Alexander  J Low,  Western  District  Sanitary  Inspector:  retired 

after  over  45  years  service  in  this  County  It  is  hoped  that  he  will  enjoy  a long  well- 
earned  retirement  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr  . Win  V IJanlin

As  is  usual,  the  figure  for  the  Burghs  is  slightly  higher  than  for  the  Landward  area 
Burghs  18.5;  Landward  15.4. 

The  figures  for  illegitimate  births  during  the  year  were:  Perth  County  S.3%  Kinross 

County  3.8%,  Combined  County  5.  1%>  showing  a slight  decrease  from  6.0%  for  the  last  three 
years  The  figure  for  Scotland  was  4,1%. 

The  still  birth  rate  (per  thousand  births  including  still  births)  was  20,  compared  to 
23  last  year.  The  figure  for  Scotland  was  23.

4.  Deaths.  population,  compared  to  10.1  for  1957,  10,3  for  19  56,  11.0  for  1955  and 

10. 4 for  1954.  The  figure  for  Scotland  was  12.0. 

Of  the  1216  deaths  during  1958,  906  persons  attained  the  age  of  65  and  upwards, 
jmng  a senile  death  rate  of  74,5,  compared  to  71.5  for  1957,  72.  5 for  1956  and  74  1 for 
1955.  582  persons  attained  the  age  of  7 5 years  and  upwards  (47,9 % of  the  total  deaths) 

and  187  persons  had  attained  the  age  of  85  years  and  upwards  (15.4%  of  the  total  deaths) 

Of  the  906  persons  who  attained  the  age  of  65  and  upwards,  4 2 2 ( 46.6%)  were  males  and 
484  (53.4%)  were  females.  The  figures  for  the  later  ages  were  7 5 years  and  upwards, 

-ales  246  ( 42  . 3%),  females  336  (57.7%);  and  8 5 years  and  upwards,  males  67  (35.8%)  and 
females  120  (64.  2%)  . 

Heart  Disease.  Heart  disease  caused  457  deaths,  giving  a rate  of  4 8 per  thousand  of 
the  population  This  compared  with  4,5  for  1957,  4,8  for  1956,  5.2  for  1955  and  4.4  for 
1954.  377  (82.7%)  of  the  deaths  occurred  at  the  age  of  65  and  upwards 

Coronary  thrombosis  is  included  in  the  cause  of  death  in  214  (47%)  of  the  cases, 
males  129  and  females  85.  The  age  distribution  of  these  deaths  is  shown  below

Cancer  Cancer  and  other  malignant  conditions  caused  233  deaths,  giving  a death 
rate  of  2,5  per  thousand,  compared  to  2.06  for  last  year-  145  (62%)  occurred  at  the  age 
of  6 5 and  upwards,  compared  to  110  (57%)  last  year. 

32  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  13.7  of  the  total  cancer  deaths. 
The  figures  for  last  year  were  24  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  (11.7%  of  all  cancer 
deaths),  but  this  is  the  first  year  in  which  official  figures  have  been  available,  last 
year's  figures  being  based  on  information  correlated  from  various  sources,  so  that  a true 
comparison  is  not  possible  Of  the  32  lung  cancer  deaths  this  year,  24  (21%  of  male 
cancer  deaths)  were  males  and  8 (77°  of  female  cancer  deaths)  were  females.  The  age 
distribution  of  these  deaths  is  shown  below

Cerebral  Haemorrhage  Cerebral  haemorrhage  accounted  for  200  deaths,  giving  a deat 
rate  of  2,15,  compared  to  2,23  for  last  year.  17  5 ( 8 8 7o)  of  the  deaths  occurred  at  the  ag 
of  65  and  upwards,  compared  to  181  (87%)  last  year. 

Tuberculosis  Tuberculosis  caused  5 deaths,  giving  a rate  of  0.05  per  thousand  of 
the  population,  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  The  rates  for  previous  years  were  0.15 
for  1953,  0,  10  for  1954,  0 09  for  1955,  0,10  for  1956  and  0.07  for  1957,  the  correspondin 
figures  for  Scotland  being  0.26,  0,22,  0,19,  0.16,  0.14  and  0.13  for  the  years  1953-58 
respectively . 

All  the  deaths  were  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis,  compared  to  5 respiratory  and  2 
non-respi  ratory  last  year  The  figures  for  Scotland  were  respiratory  0 12,  non-respirator 
0.  01. 

Respiratory  Disease  (excluding  pulmonary  tuberculosis)  accounted  for  60  deaths, 
giving  a death  rate  of  0.64  per  thousand  population,  compared  to  0.89  for  1957. 

Bronchitis  caused  20  deaths,  of  which  15  occurred  at  the  age  of  65  and  upwards,  pneumonia 
caused  34  deaths,  of  which  2 occurred  at  the  age  of  less  than  one  year,  and  other 
respiratory  diseases  caused  6 deaths. 

Violent  Deaths  numbered  46,  of  which  1 was  due  to  suicide,  23  to  road  accidents  and 
22  to  other  forms  of  violence,  of  which  9 were  due  to  accidents  in  the  home 

Mate  -nal  Mp.-tallty  There  was  1 death  (0.65  per  thousand  births)  from  causes 
related  to  pregnancy,  compared  to  two  deaths  (1.32  per  thousand  births)  in  1957 

Infant  Mortality  There  were  25  deaths  at  ages  less  than  one  year,  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  16,3  per  thousand  births,  compared  to  19.7  last  year.  This  i: 
the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  in  this  area,  arid  while  annual  fluctuations  are  to  be  expected,  the 
rates  for  the  last  two  years  are  very  encouraging.  The  figure  for  Scotland  was  28, 
compared  to  29  last  year.  21  of  the  infant  deaths  during  1958  occurred  at  ages  less  than 
four  weeks,  giving  a neo  natal  death  rate  of  14  per  thousand  live  births. 

Of  the  25  deaths  during  the  year,  only  six  fell  into  the  theoretically  preventable 
group  (pneumonia  3 accident  1,  diarrhoea  1,  meningitis  1).  The  other  19  deaths  were  due 
to  the  group  of  causes  which  includes  congential  debility,  prematurity  and  malformations, 
compared  to  25  deaths  from  these  causes  in  1957.

There  were  31  still  births,  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  19  8 per  thousand  total 
births,  including  stillbirths,  compared  to  22.5  last  year.

MEDICAL  AND  NURSING  SERVICES 


The  general  arrangements  have  remained  unchanged 

Curing  19  57,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  amalgamation  of  the  Glenlyon  and 
rtingall  Districts  with  the  District  Nurse  stationed  at  Fortingall  and  this  scheme  is 
rking  reasonably  well.  In  the  light  of  experience,  however  boundary  adjustments  have 
en  made  with  the  Kenmore  District  and  it  has  been  decided  that  the  Fortin  gall /Glenlyon 
rse  should  be  stationed  at  Invervar.  which  is  nearer  the  centre  of  her  District.  We  are 
ving  some  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  accommodation  for  the  Nurse  and  several 
ssihilities  have  been  explored  without  success,  but  negotiations  are  continuing. 

The  West  Carse  Nursing  Associatiai  offered  to  sell  the  nurse’s  house  at  Glendoick  to 
e Council  for  a nominal  sum,  and  this  offer  was  accepted.  As  the  accommodation  in  this 
use  was  below  the  standard  for  nurses’  accommodation,  alterations  and  improvements  are 
ing  carried  out. 

At  Methven,  a new  house  and  clinic  is  in  course  of  construction  and  it  is  hoped  that 
will  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1959, 

It  will  be  recalled  that  for  an  experimental  period  it  had  been  agreed  that  the 
>erfel dy  District  Nurse  should  give  standby  assistance  in  midwifery  at  Aberfeldy  Cottage 
spital  and  that  the  Assistant  County  Nursing  Superintendent  would  take  charge  on  one 
:ekend  per  month.  As  these  arrangements  have  been  working  very  satisfactorily,  it  has 
;en  agreed  that  they  should  be  continued  indefinitely. 

During  the  past  few  years,  we  have  been  trying  to  provide  clinic  accommodation  at 
urses’  houses  and  in  two  of  the  larger  centres  where  such  accommodation  is  now  available 
Crieff  and  Pitlochry),  general  practitioners  in  the  area  have  been  using  the  facilities 
i hold  small  antenatal  clinics  for  their  own  patients.  This  is  a very  welcome  develop- 
ait,  as  it  ensures  the  closest  possible  co-operation  between  doctor,  district  nurse/ 
idwife  and  patient  in  the  case  of  home  confinements.

The  information  given  below  is  in  the  form  called  for  by  the  Department  of  Health 
ir  Scotland,  All  the  Nursing  Services  are  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurses  and  the 
istrict  figures  are  tabulated  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

(a)  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics,  No  clinics  are  held  in  the  County,  but 
aunty  patients  attend  the  clinics  run  by  Perth  Infirmary  and  Stirling  Infirmary  in  these 
,ities  in  conjunction  with  the  Local  Health  Authorities.  Daring  1958,  576  cases  from  the 
ioint  County  received  ante-natal  and/or  post-natal  care  at  the  Perth  Clinic,  making  2682 

ttendances.  Figures  for  Stirling  are  not  available. 

(b)  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  All  the  child  welfare  work  in  the  County  is  carried  out 
<y  the  District  Nurses  as  Health  Visitors,  but  during  1958,  20  children  from  the 
urrounding  area  made  59  attendances  at  Perth  City  Clinics. 

fc)  Dental  Care.  Under  the  priority  dental  scheme,  113  expectant  mothers  and  194 
ursing  mothers  received  treatment  during  the  year.  No  pre-school  children  were  treate  . 

(d)  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  None  are  provided. 

(e)  Day  Nurseries.  None  are  provided. 

(f)  Residential  Nurseries  and  Children’s  Homes,  No  Homes  are  provided  by  the 
uthority  for  this  group,  but  all  babies  requiring  residential  accommodation  are  admitted 
o Pitversie  Nursery,  Abemethy,  and  during  the  year  60  babies  were  accommodated  there. 

(g)  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948,  Che  registration  in  respect 
if  a morning  nursery  at  Crieff  to  take  a maxinum  of  twelve  children  between  the  ages  o 3 
md  5 was  in  force  during  the  year.

(H)  Family  Planning  Advice  is  available  to  County  cases  at  the  Mothers’  Welfare 
Qinic,  Perth,  and  the  Stirling  Family  Planning  Clinic,  both  run  by  voluntary  agencies, 
with  small  grants  from  the  County  Gouncilo 

Curing  the  year  1958,  92  old  cases  and  64  new  cases  made  233  attendances  at  the  Pert 
Qinic,  and  20  old  cases  and  12  new  cases  made  50  attendances  at  the  Stirling  Qinic, 

(i)  Melville  House  This  organisation  is  largely  supported  by  local  authorities  an 
during  the  year  32  County  cases  (3  maternity,  8 family  and  21  adoption)  were  dealt  with. 


(j  ) Marriage  Guidance.  Perth  and  Perthshire  Marriage  Guidance  Council  continued  it 
work  with  the  aid  of  grant  from  the  two  Local  Authorities,  the  primary  object  being  to 
prevent  and  if  possible  resolve  marital  difficulties  and  thus  preserve  the  family  unit, 
Curing  the  year  22  cases,  same  of  them  carried  over  from  the  previous  year,  were  dealt 
with  and  while  it  is  difficult  to  assess  results  in  this  type  of  work,  some  of  the  problem 
appear  to  have  been  successfully  resolved.  Similar  Councils  are  already  operating  at 
Dundee  and  Stirling,  the  latter  with  assistance  from  the  County  Council. 

(k)  Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families  Apart  from  the  Marriage  Guidance  Service 
mentioned  above,  no  new  measures  were  introduced  during  the  year. 

(l)  Welfare  Foods  The  joint  arrangement  with  Perth  Qty  with  a central  Welfare 
Foods  Department  located  at  the  Office  of  the  Qty  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  continued 
to  work  satisfactorily.  Local  distribution  in  the  County  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  the  District  Nurses,  and  a lot  of  their  time  is  still  being  taken  up  both  in  the 
distribution  and  in  the  complicated  recordipg  system  with  the  continued  use  of  stamped 
tokens. 


Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  work  involved  in  distribution  can  be  gained  from  the 
figures  of  sales  of  Welfare  Foods.  During  the  year  ending  31/3/59,  the  County  centres 
issued  32,  594  tins  of  National  Dried  Milk,  5,67  1 bottles  of  cod  liver  oil,  2,643  packets 
of  vitamen  tablets  and  35,116  bottles  of  orange  juice. 


2.  Midwifery  Service, 


660  births  occurred  in  the  area  during  the  year,  of  which 
655  were  live  births  and  5 stillbirths.  Of  the  660  birth 
27  1 took  place  in  institutions  and  389  at  home  385  of  the  home  confinements  were  attende 
by  the  District  Nurses  and  4 by  private  practising  midwives,  In  223  of  these  cases,  a 
doctor  had  been  engaged  and  was  present  at  the  confinement}  in  148  cases  a doctor  had  bee 
engaged,  but  was  not  present  at  the  confinement;  and  in  14  cases  the  midwife  conducted  th 
confinement,  no  doctor  having  been  engaged. 


All  the  District  Nurses  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  gas  and  air  analgesia, 
and  sets  of  apparatus  are  available  in  every  district.  During  the  year  gas  and  air 
analgesia  was  administered  in  220  cases  and  pethidine  was  administered  in  229  cases. 

Trilene  is  not  available,  but  the  Council  have  agreed  that  as  gas  and  air  machines 
become  obsolete,  they  will  be  replaced  by  trilene  apparatus  and  allocated  to  District 
Nurses  who  have  been  trained  in  its  use  whilst  in  hospital. 

There  are  only  two  small  hospitals  with  maternity  accommodation  in  the  area  and  the 
following  table  indicates  the  number  of  births  occurring  in  Institutions  outwith  this  are 
to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the  Combined  County

others,  13,601  visits  were  paid  to  3098  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  14,476  visits 
ere  paid  to  5762  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 years,  4813  visits  were  paid  for 
dvisory  purposes  to  490  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis;  and  10  10  visits  were  paid  to 
60  miscellaneous  cases  Nurses’  efforts  in  the  field  of  health  education  are  described 
ater  in  this  Report. 

„ A total  of  84,804  home  nursing  visits  were  made  by  the  District 

Home  Nursing.  Nurses  during  the  year  to  a total  of  49  58  persons.  An 
ncreasing  number  of  visits  were  made  to  give  injections  of  various  sorts,  chiefly  anti- 
iotics,  but  of  the  total  visits,  54,715  were  paid  to  a total  of  2166  elderly  persons  over 
he  age  of  sixty-five.  No  special  arrangements  are  made  for  nursing  sick  children,  which 
s undertaken  as  part  of  the  general  arrangements  for  home  nursing. 

All  these  nursing  visits  made  to  old  people  must  have  helped  considerably  to  relieve 
he  pressure  on  hospital  beds,  but  it  is  not  possible  to  give  figures  of  the  number  of 
ases  in  which  home  care  was  provided  for  patients  who  might  otherwise  have  had  to  be 
(knitted  to  hospital.  It  is  perhaps  significant,  however,  that  87%  of  the  cases  given  home

).  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox.  The  number  of  vaccinations  notified  during  the  year 
fas  1078  Information  abstracted  from  Child  Welfare  Records  shows  that  at  3 1/  11/  58,  68% 

»f  children  aged  0/12  months  had  been  vaccinated,  and  of  children  aged.  1 to  5 years,  89% 
iad  been  vaccinated.  Records  of  school  medical  examinations  show  that  80%  of  all  children 
:xamined  during  the  year  ending  31/7/58  had  been  vaccinated  (entrants  8 1%  1948  group  73%, 

1944  group  83%,  1941  group  887°). 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  Hiring  the  year,  1227 
:hildren  were  notified  as  having  been  immunised  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
etanus,  using  the  combined  prophylactic  which  was  the  only  one  issued  by  the  Gaunty 
lealth  Department  during  the  year.  In  addition  1321  children  received  a boosting  dose, 
dso  of  the  combined  prophylactic. 

Information  abstracted  from  Child  Welfare  Records  showed  that  at  31/12/58,  of 
rhildren  on  the  lists  aged  0-12  months,  42%  had  been  inmunised  against  diphtheria  and 
vhooping  cough;  and  of  children  aged  1 to  5 years,  90 % had  been  immunised  against 
liphtheria  and  91%  had  also  been  immunised  against  whooping  cough  This  is  a highly 
satisfactory  position. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis.  The  programme  of  vaccination  against  polio- 
nyelitis  continued  during  1958  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  approximately  10,000 
children,  mainly  those  born  between  1943  and  1946  inclusive,  had  registered  and  were 
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awaiting  poliomyelitis  vaccination  and  this  was  completed  by  the  end  of  June  and  before 
the  start  of  the  season  when  poliomyelitis  could  be  expected  to  be  most  prevalent.  The 
position  from  the  beginning  of  the  programme  in  19  56  until  the  end  of  June,  1958,  was  as 
follows’ 

Total  number  of  persons  inoculated  with  two  doses: - 

Children  16, 228 

Other  groups  414 

Total  number  of  persons  who  had  received  only  one  injection  276 

A survey  carried  out  as  at  30th  June  showed  that  of  the  5360  children  aged  between  1 
and  5 years,  3843  (72%)  had  received  two  injections,  and  in  addition  approximately  80%  of 
the  school  children  in  the  area  had  received  two  injections. 

In  the  late  Autumn,  the  Government  announced  plans  to  extend  the  scope  of  vaccinatic 
to  include  third  injections  after  a seven  months  interval  to  all  who  had  previously 
received  two  injections,  and  also  to  provide  vaccination  for  the  15-25  years  group  and  fo 
any  in  the  previous  groups  who  had  not  previously  registered  for  vaccination.  The 
position  at  31st  December,  1958,  was  as  follows,  and  it  is  hoped  that  vaccination  will 
commence  early  in  1959  and  that  all  outstanding  injections  will  be  completed  by  the  end  c 
June,  19  59 .

The  number  of  persons  awaiting  vaccination  (2543)  is  mainly  young  people  aged  15  to  25, 
but  the  response  in  this  group  has  been  very  poor  and  it  is  hoped  that  as  the  programme 
proceeds,  more  young  people  will  come  forward  for  vaccination. 

All  the  work  of  vaccination  has  been  carried  out  at  the  local  centres  by  the  medical 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  it  is  a pleasure  to  record  our  indebtedness  to 
the  headteachers,  without  whose  co-operation  it  would  have  been  very  difficult  to  carry 
through  the  scheme. 

Prop  aganda.  The  excellent  response  to  smallpox  vaccination  and  diphtheria/ whooping 
cough  immunisation  in  this  area  is  very  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  District  Nurses 
in  co-operation  with  the  family  doctors  Figures  are  abstracted  twice  a year  and  the 
summarised  results,  detailed  for  each  district,  are  issued  both  to  District  Nurses  and  th 
family  doctors  in  the  area.  As  a result,  over  the  last  few  years  the  variations  between 
districts  have  been  levelled  up  very  considerably  No  other  form  of  propaganda  is 
employed  for  these  schemes 

In  thft  case  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination,  in  addition  to  propaganda  by  the  District 
Nurses;  the  Headteachers  have  also  helped  very  considerably  by  urging  parents  to  complete 
the  registration  forms  and  propaganda  has  also  been  obtained  through  Press  advertisement 
and  posters  displayed  in  Post  Offices,  etc 

Gene  ral  In  this  area,  ail  the  vaccination  against  smallpox  is  carried  out  by  the 
general  practitioners  Similarly.,  all  the  primary  immunisations  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  are  carried  out  by  the  general  practitioners,  but  with  few 
exceptions,  all  the  reinforcing  doses  are  given  by  the  County  Medical  staff  at  school 
inspections 


7 Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  Aftercare. 

(a)  TUBERCULOS I S . In  this  area  we  are  very  fortunate  in  that  the  Hospital  and  Local 

Authority  services  are  very  closely  integrated,  working  virtually  as  a unified  team,  and  w 
are  now  seeing  definite  results  for  all  the  work  done  in  the  last  ten  years.  Much  of  the 
immediate  preventive  work,  eg.  examination  of  contacts,  is  done  by  the  Area  Tuberculosis  I 
Physician  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  but  the  Council  staff  operate  directly  a scheme 
for  the  tuberculin  testing  and  where  necessary  the  BCG  vaccination  of  school  leavers, 
and  details  of  these  are  given  below.

The  number  of  new  respiratory  cases  this  year  shows  a decrease  of  2 5 over  last  year, 
nd  is  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded-  There  were  489  respiratory  cases  on  the  list  at 
i 1/12/ 58,  as  against  484  in  19  57  76  respiratory  cases  received  hospital  care,  compared 

|o  101  last  year,  and  there  was  no  delay  in  admission.  There  were  five  deaths  from 
espiratory  tuberculosis,  the  same  as  last  year  There  were  24  new  non- respiratory  cases, 
In  increase  of  9 

168  home  contacts  of  respiratory  cases  were  examined  for  the  first  time,  and  482 
'ontacts  previously  examined  had  a follow-up  examination,  an  average  of  5 per  confirmed 
ase  In  addition,  43  works  contacts  were  examined  Active  disease  was  found  in  6 
(ontacts.  64  contacts  of  the  24  non- respiratory  cases  were  also  examined  with  negative 
e'sul  ts. 

Under  the  general  scheme  for  providing  R C G vaccination,  200  persons  were 
uberculin  tested.  Of  these,  120  were  found  to  be  tuberculin  negative,  and  113  were 
successfully  vaccinated.  These  figures  do  not  include  the  group  of  school  leavers  who  are 
'lealt  with  separately  below, 

Hiring  the  year  extra  nourishment  grants  were  given  in  21  cases,  and  as  usual  sputum 
Containers  and  disinfectants  were  supplied  where  required, 

We  are,  of  course,  using  all  available  methods  of  case  finding,  diagnosis  and 
treatment,  and  the  position  so  far  is  satisfactory,  since  we  have  probably  gone  three 
juarters  of  the  way  towards  the  elimination  of  tuberculosis  The  rest  of  the  way, 

lowever,  is  not  going  to  be  easy  Wiilst  the  number  of  fresh  cases  to  be  investigated  is 

Gradually  becoming  smaller,  the  work  involved  in  investigating  each  case  is  increasing  On 
:he  other  hand,  because  of  the  reduction  in  the  weight  of  infection  in  the  community,  it 
ls  becoming  possible  to  use  methods,  e g tuberculin  testing,  which  could  not  be  used  for 

large  scale  work  in  the  past  Perhaps  most  important  of  all,  the  general  public  is  now 

?ery  much  more  knowledgeable  on  the  subject  and  therefore  much  more  co  operative  And  all 
:xperience  goes  to  show  that  opce  we  have  the  man  in  the  street  behind  a public  health 
neasure,  the  desired  results  are  only  a matter  of  time. 

BCG  Vaccination  of  School  Children  In  applying  the  scheme  for  the  prevention  of 
Tuberculosis  under  the  National  Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act,  1947  which  is  a function 
if  the  Joint  Gounty  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority  it  has  been  found  convenient  as  far 
as  school  children  are  concerned  to  operate  the  scheme  on  a joint  basis  with  Perth  City 
within  the  framework  of  the  School  Health  Service  It  is  therefore  also  more  convenient 
[to  report  on  the  basis  of  the  school  session  rather  than  the  calendar  year 

E C G vaccination  was  introduced  during  session  1953-54,  so  that  this  Report  for  the 
Kear  ending  31st  July,  1958  covers  the  fifth  year  of  work.  In  brief,  the  scheme  provides 
for  the  tuberculin  testing  of  children  approaching  school  leaving  age  generally  during 
the  year  preceding  the  fourteenth  birthday,  in  order  to  ensure  sufficient  time  for  follow- 
up before  leaving  school;  these  children  found  to  be  tuberculin  negative  are  given  EGG 
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vaccination;  those  found  to  be  tuberculin  positive  are  subsequently  given  a chest  X-ray  by 
the  Mass  Radiography  Unit;  members  of  school  staffs  are  also  included  in  the  M M.R,  Survey, 
as  are  children  in  the  selected  age  group  who  for  any  reason  have  not  been  tuberculin 
tested.  The  facilities  available  have  been  offered  to  the  private  schools  in  the  area,  anc 
all  have  now  accepted. 

The  detailed  results  for  the  year  are  shown  in  Appendix  III  The  overall  acceptance 
rate  was  92 (City  94%,  County  90%);  114-9  children  were  tuberculin  tested  (City  58  1, 

County  868)  with  an  overall  positive  rate  (excluding  private  schools)  of  21%  (City  19%, 
County  23%)  compared  with  22%  (City  18%,  County  24-%)  for  the  year  19  56-57 

In  addition  to  the  above  totals,  233  children  attending  private  schools  in  the  County 
were  tuberculin  tested,  and  60  (26%)  were  found  to  have  positive  reactions,  the  remaining 
173  being  given  B CG  The  positive  reactors  were  included  in  the  arrangements  for  Mass 
Radiography,  but  no  abnormalities  were  found. 

Since  the  scheme  started  in  session  1953-54,  a total  of  6392  children  have  been 
vaccinated.  For  the  last  five  years,  every  case  of  tuberculosis  notified  in  Scotland  has 
been  the  subject  of  a detailed  enquiry  for  statistical  purposes,  Che  of  the  points  noted 
in  each  case  is  B.  C.  G,  vaccination  and  so  far  no  case  of  tuberculosis  has  occurred  amongst 
the  6392  children  who  have  had  BCG,  vaccination.  One  child  who  was  vaccinated  under  the 
scheme  was  subsequently  notified  as  a case  of  tuberculosis,  but  has  now  been  proved  to  be 
suffering  from  a chronic  non- tuberculous  form  of  bone  disease  While  it  is  still  early  to 
look  for  firm  results,  it  can  at  least  be  stated  that  our  claim  to  provide  some  degree  of 
protection  has  been  more  than  amply  fulfilled, 

Mass  Radiography  Survey.  This  section  also  refers  to  the  school  session  1957-58. 

(a)  School  Children  The  children  examined  in  both  Gounty  and  City  were:  those 

children  found  to  be  tuberculin  positive  at  the  preliminary  testing  for  B.  C.  G.  , those 
absent  at  the  time  of  tuberculin  testing,  and  those  for  whom  the  parents  had  refused 
RGG  In  addition  a small  group  of  contacts  of  a class  teacher  are  also  included,  but 
full  details  of  this  group  were  given  in  last  year’s  report.  Altogether  765  children  were 
examined  (387  boys,  378  girls).  Of  these  12  (1.8%)  were  recalled  for  large  films,  (8  boys, 
4 girls),  of  whom  only  5 (3  boys,  2 girls)  showed  significant  abnormalities,  consisting  of:

(b)  School  Staffs-  This  survey  includes  teaching,  nursing,  clerical  and  dining  staff, 
also  janitors  and  staff  of  children’s  nurseries  and  home  In  1954-55  the  whole  area  was 
covered,  but  since  then,  because  of  limited  availability  of  the  M.M  R.  Unit,  it  has  been 
possible  to  cover  only  parts  of  the  area  in  each  year.  In  1956-57  staffs  in  Perth  City  and 
District,  Eastern,  Western  (Dunblane  area)  and  Highland  (Aberfeldy  area)  were  dene,  and  in 
1957-58  staffs  in  Perth  City  and  District,  Central,  Western,  Highland  (Pitlochry  area)  and 
Kinross  were  covered

(c)  Public  Sessions.  Public  sessions  had  previously  been  held  in  three  centres  in 
the  County  - at  Kinross  in  1955  when  525  adults  attended,  at  Crieff  in  1956  when  716  adults 
attended,  and  at  RLairgowrie  in  1957  when  2059  persons  attended.  This  year  a public 
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;ssion  was  held  at  Pitlochry  on  13th  February  - one  afternoon  and  one  evening  session* 
iccellent  support  was  given  by  the  Press,  particularly  the  Perthshire  Advertiser  and  the 
;ople’ s Journal  The  usual  leaflet  with  supporting  letter  from  Provost  Steven  was 
slivered  to  each  household  in  the  Burgh  by  the  pupils  of  Pitlochry  High  School,  the 
Lstribution  being  arranged  by  Dr,  Sutherland,  Headmaster,  and  posters  were  displayed  in 
any  of  the  local  shops.  In  addition  the  local  Cinema  carried  a short  trailer  film 
ivertising  the  visit  of  the  Unit  There  was  an  excellent  response  from  the  Public, 
robably  helped  in  some  way  by  the  discovery  of  several  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  Pitlochry 
igh  School,  during  the  latter  part  of  1957,  This  had  probably  made  the  parents  of  school 
lildren  much  more  alive  to  the  need  for  chest  X-  ray 

1031  persons  (4-77  males,  554  females)  attended,  approximately  45%  of  the  adult 
bpulation  There  were  only  32  recalls  (3  1%),  males  15  (3,17<>)>  females  17  (3,1%)  One 
ase  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  was  found  and  this  was  arranged 
traight  away.  This  is  the  best  response  we  have  yet  had  in  a campaign  of  this  nature, 

,jt  while  it  is  a very  good  result  for  a one-day  campaign,  to  be  really  effective  it  would 
Is  necessary  to  attract  a much  higher  percentage  of  the  population. 


b)  EPUPPTICS  AND  SPAST1CS  Nothing  new  is  available  to  supplement  the  information 
iven  on  this  subject  in  previous  reports* 

|c)  CHIROPODY  The  number  of  voluntary  organisations  providing  chiropody  services  to  old 
eople  in  the  County  continues  to  increase,  and  there  are  now  22  3uch  centres  These  are 
ainly  provided  from  funds  of  the  former  District  Nursing  Associations,  local  Old  People’s 
elfare  Committees  and  the  Red  Cross  The  County  Council  continue  to  make  grants  to  a 
umber  of  these  organisations,  such  grants  being  made  during  the  year  to  Old  People's 
elfare  Committees  at  Abernethy,  Auch terarder,  EUnkeld,  Logierait,  Scone,  EUnblane  and 
berfeldy,  the  Red  Cross  and  Doune  and  Callander,  and  the  service  provided  by  the  Red 
ross  and  Crieff  Old  People’ s Welfare  Gommittee  jointly.  The  organisations  employ  private 
hiropodists  to  carry  out  the  service  and  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  old  people  make  a 
mall  contribution  towards  the  cost. 

d)  PREVENTION  OF  HOME  ACCIDENTS  EXiring  the  year  there  were  9 deaths  caused  by 

.ccidents  in  the  home,  compared  to  15  last  year.  There  is  no  local  Home  Safety  Committee 
,n  the  area,  but  propaganda  through  the  Health  and  Education  staffs  continued  to  be 
mployed  A national  “Guard  that  Fire"  campaign  was  held  during  the  year  when  the 
ational  press  carried  articles  designed  to  bring  this  danger  to  the  notice  of  the  public, 
ind  posters  and  leaflets  were  issued  to  the  District  Nurses  who  tried  to  impress  on 

larents  and  old  people  the  need  for  care  in  this  direction. 

e)  SMOKING  AND  LUNG  CANCER  There  are  no  new  developments  to  report  regarding  the 

Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  campaign. 


f)  EARLY  ASCERTAINMENT  OF  DEFECTIVE  VIS  ION  In  1957,  the  Secretary  of  State  asked  Local 
Authorities  and  Education  Authorities  to  review  their  arrangements  for  the  early 
iscertainment  of  visual  defects.  In  this  area  the  District  Nurses  at  their  Child  Welfare 
visits  look  out  for  visual  defects,  including  squint,  and  during  session  1957  58,  58  pre- 
school children  were  referred  for  the  first  time  to  the  Eye  Specialist  Because  of 
Pressure  on  staff  time,  it  was  not  possible  to  start  systematic  vision  testing  atage  5 
intil  November,  1958  and  the  first  report  on  this  subject  will  be  included  xn  the  School 
lealth  Report  for  session  1958-59, 

(g)  HEALTH  EDUCATION  The  usual  short  talks  and  demonstrations  on  health  topics  were 
liven  during  the  year  by  the  District  Nurses  to  Women  s organisations,  mostly  W R 1 and 
ifoman’ s Guild  meetings,  the  total  number  being  18  talks  and  35  demonstrations.  Two  talks 
were  given  at  meetings  of  various  adult  (organisations  by  a member  of  the  Medical  staff  of 
the  Department,  and  two  by  the  Medical  Adviser  of  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health 
Education.  ; c. 

The  Medical  Lecturer  of  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  paid  a week  s visit

In  general,  the  figures  follow  the  usual  pattern  During  the  past  ten  years  there  h 
been  only  one  case  of  diphtheria,  and  this  was  infected  from  outside  the  area 

There  was  one  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  the  causal  organism  being  one  which  had  not  be 
found  in  this  country  for  a number  of  years,  and  as  a case  due  to  this  organism  was 
reported  in  another  County  and  the  person  concerned  had  visited  the  district  in  which  ou 
case  occurred,  intensive  investigations  including  the  swabbing  of  the  River  Tay  at  vario 
points,  were  carried  out  at  the  locus,  but  no  source  of  infection  could  be  discovered. 
Five  cases  of  paratyphoid  occurred,  all  from  the  same  district.  One  of  these  had  just 
returned  from  a holiday  in  Spain,  and  did  not  appear  to  be  connected  with  the  other  four 
but  of  the  others,  three  members  of  one  household  were  affected  - two  sickening  within  a 
few  days  of  one  another  and  the  third  being  found  on  contact  examination.  The  usual 
investigations  were  made,  including  contact  examination  of  employees  of  a local  bakery, 
but  without  success.  There  were  three  cases  of  food  poisoning,  one  at  an  army  cadet  cam 
and  the  other  two  at  a holiday  home,  but  although  investigations  were  made  in  all  three 
cases,  it  was  not  possible  to  find  the  cause  of  the  trouble. 

Four  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred,  two  children  and  two  adults.  One  of  the 
children  had  been  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis,  the  second  injection  being  given  som 
months  prior  to  the  attack.  While  it  is  not  claimed  that  vaccination  gives  complete 
immunity  to  poliomyelitis,  it  has  been  claimed  that  an  attack  may  not  be  so  severe  in  a 
vaccinated  person,  and  this  seems  to  have  been  borne  out  in  this  case.  Of  the  other  thr 
cases,  one  child  and  one  adult  were  paralytic,  and  the  other  adult  died  before  he  could 
removed  to  hospital. 

There  were  26  cases  of  dysentery,  compared  to  45  last  year,  and  these  were  scattere 
over  the  County  throughout  the  year,  no  specific  outbreak  having  occurred. 

56  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  compared  to  29  last  year,  and  27  cases  of 
whooping  cough,  compared  to  129  last  year.  These  figures  must  be  expected  to  fluctuate  fr 
year  to  year,  but  it  appears  that  we  are  now  beginning  to  reap  the  benefit  of  our  program 
of  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  which  has  operated  now  for  four  years.

5.  Adoption. 


IXiring  the  year,  twelve  Adoption  Orders  were  granted  in  respect  of 
children  who  were  in  the  Council’ s care.  Eight  children  were  placed 
with  a view  to  adoption,  and,  of  these,  six  Adoption  Orders  have  been  granted.  Included  i 
the  eight  children  placed  for  adoption  were  two  who  were  placed  with  couples  from  Uganda 
and  Tanganyika  who  were  home  on  holiday,  and  one  of  these  couples  was  adopting  a second 
child. 


Intimations  of  intention  to  apply  for  an  Adoption  Order  numbered  twenty-five,  and,  ir 
all,  thirty-five  cases  were  supervised  during  the  probationary  period. 


6 Children  and  Young  Persons  (Scotland)  Act,  1937.  Vnder  Part  1 of  thj 

Act,  any  person,  nc 

being  a near  relative,  who  undertakes  for  reward  the  nursing  and  maintenance  of  a child 
under  compulsory  school  leaving  age,  must  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  do  so,  and 
during  the  time  the  child  is  so  kept  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  ensure  that 
the  child  is  properly  cared  for  by  the  foster-parent.  Four  such  intimations  were  receive 
during  the  year,  7 were  removed  from  the  Register,  leaving  6 on  the  Register  at  31/12/58. 


7.  General  Remarks. 


Owing  to  the  generosity  and  good-will  of  various  organisa- 
tions and  the  general  public,  Christmas  this  year  was  again 
made  very  happy  for  many  necessitous  children  Gifts  were  delivered  to  me  from  Christmas 
Trees  and  special  Church  Services,  so  that  some  168  children  were  provided  with  Christmas 
parcels 

While  we  now  live  in  a Welfare  State  with  the  poor  no  longer  with  us,  at  least  so  i 
is  claimed,  there  are  a large  number  of  families  where,  for  reasons  of  pecuniary  hardship 
ill-health,  lack  of  proper  household  management,  and  irresponsible  parents,  it  is  the 
children  who  have  to  do  without  at  Christmas,  and  to  these  children  the  gifts  distributed 
are  very  acceptable  indeed. 

Although,  as  I have  said,  we  live  in  a Welfare  State,  some  mothers  are  finding  the  rat 
of  living,  "keeping  up  with  the  Joneses",  and  the  high  pressure  salesmanship  of  the  Hire 
Purchase  firms  too  much  for  them,  with  the  result  that  a crisis  arises  in  the  home  and,  wit 
it,  a family  breakdown  This  situation  is  becoming  rather  alarming,  and  could  develop  int 

quite  a serious  problem  Prevention  in  such  cases  is  well  nigh  impossible;  nevertheless 

every  effort  should  be  made  to  co-ordinate  the  many  services,  statutory  and  voluntary,  in 
order  to  do  everything  possible  to  prevent  a family  breakdown  Such  a breakdown  results 
in  many  cases,  in  misery  to  the  parents  and  children  and  as  the  latter  are  the  parents  o 

tomorrow,  they  should  have  every  chance  to  be  brought  up  in  a natural  home  environment,  st 

that  they  may  follow  this  example  By  this  co-ordination  and  co-operation,  it  may  be 
possible  to  stem  the  flow  of  family  breakdowns,  and  thus  prevent  children  from  being 
separated  from  their  parents  and  deprived  of  a natural  home  upbringing

Butcher  refused  to  serve  Sampling  Officers  - Fined  £4 

The  whisky  samples  were  taken  from  practically  all  the  licensed  premises  in  the 
County,  various  Agricultural,  etc.  Shows  and  even  a railway  restaurant  car.  The  samples 
were  procured  within  the  usual  licensing  hours  during  the  day  or  evening,  including 
Saturdays  and  Sundays.  It  was. not  found  that,  according  to  popular  belief,  hoteliers 
provided  "special"  whisky  for  the  weekend  travellers. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  first  table  that  only  12  of  the  215  samples  of  whisky  take 
were  found  to  be  not  genuine.  In  1957  the  figure  was  10  out  of  68  A close  look  at  the 
results  of  samples  taken  from  September,  1957  to  December,  *1958,  reveals  that  during  the 
first  eight  months  of  that  period,  out  of  146  samples  taken  18  or  12,3 % were  found  to  be 
not  genuine  In  the  following  eight  months,  out  of  137,  only  1 or  0.8%  was  deficient.  Hi] 
reduction  over  the  year  in  the  percentage  of  adulterated  samples  indicates  that  licencee 
are  now  more  aware  of  the  fact  that  their  "spirits"  may  be  tested  at  any  time  and  do  not 
consider  the  risk  of  being  prosecuted  justified  On  one  occasion  however,  the  barman  froi 
premises  just  sampled  was  subsequently  seen  in  the  bar  next  visited  by  the  Sampling 
Offi  ce  rs ! 

The  proportion  of  mince  samples  found  by  the  Analyst  to  be  "not  Genuine"  was  unusual 
high  at  approximately  6 5%  and  it  would  appear  that,  in  certain  cases,  the  addition  of  S.< 
is  more  of  a habit  than  a necessity.  Letters  were  sent  to  all  the  butchers  in  the  Count; 
drawing  their  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  controlling  the  amount  of 
preservative  in  mince  and  sausages  These  letters,  however,  have  not  decreased  the  numb* 
of  offenders.  Perhaps  there  is  some  truth  in  the  statement  that  the  fine  imposed  on  an 
offender  in  this  trade  is  the  "price  of  a butcher’s  licence". 

Lhsatisf acto ry  informal  samples  of  milk  were  followed  by  formal  samples.  Seven 
formal  samples  were  found  not  to  comply  with  the  prescribed  standard.  In  two  cases  the 
reason  for  these  samples  failing  was  due  to  the  poor  quality  of  milk  being  produced  from 
the  herds,  and  letters  were  sent  to  the  farmers  concerned  In  one  case  the  milk  was  sole 
from  a can  on  a van.  It  was  drawn  off  by  means  of  a tap  at  the  foot  of  the  can  and  it 
could  be  assumed  that  the  26.6 %>  deficiency  in  fat  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  milk  in  the 
can  was  not  plunged  during  the  round.  If  this  was  in  fact  what  happened  then  the  early 
customers  would  get  what  would  be  equivalent  to  skimmed  milk  and  the  last  on  the  round 
cream  - the  Sampling  Officers  in  this  case  must  have  been  early  customers. 

In  another  case  it  was  found  that  four  out  of  five  cans  of  milk  were  watered.  The 
reason  given  for  this  was  that  "the  cooler  was  leaking".  Un  fo  rtuna  tely  since  the  cooler 
"leaked"  into  only  four  of  the  five  cans  and  in  different  amounts  each  time  the  statement 
did  not  "hold  water". 

Other  irregular  samples  included  one  of  sweets  where  the  manufacturers  agreed  to 
amend  their  label  to  correspond  with  what  the  Analyst  found  their  product  to  be.  In  thre 
instances  Ice  Cream  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  - one  fine  amounting  to  £50  was  impose 
for  a fifth  offence  of  this  nature.  In  addition  to  cases  under  the  heading  "adulterated 
formal  samples"  the  attention  of  shopkeepers  was  drawn  to  the  labelling  and  mis-descriptic 
of  certain  food.  In  15  instances  traders  were  found  to  be  displaying  foreign  tomatoes 
without  an  accompanying  showcard  bearing  the  name  of  the  Gbuntry  of  origin.  These 
"omissions"  were  put  right  in  all  cases  and  no  follow-up  action  was  necessary.

A butcher  on  being  informed  that  a sample  of  mince  had  been  reported  on  as  being  not 
nuine  was  very  upset  and  puzzled  He  said  that  he  could  not  see  how  his  mince  was  not 
nuine  and  enquired  of  the  Sampling  Officers  how  this  was  so  On  being  told  it  contained 
eservati ve  he  exclaimed,  ‘Oh!  Is  that  all?  I know  it  had  preservative  If  that  s all 
u are  on  about  it  s a fair  'cop  «”

Che  Publican  said  that  his  wife  had  been  serving  in  the  bar  when  a Commercial

A favourite  excuse  given  by  proprietors  of  licensed  premises  and  hotels  - they  had  a 
are  barman  in  the  night  before"  and  he  must  have  watered  their  whisky  It  is  indeed 
range  that  this  barman  is  only  employed  for  one  night  in  the  week  and  that  is  the  night 
fore  the  Sampling  Officers  visit  the  premises 

The  main  excuse  given  by  most  proprietors  they  have  no  idea  how  the  whisky  came  to 
: adulterated,  that  they  do  not  suspect  the  barman,  that  they  certainly  did  not  do  i t 
emselves  and  it  is  all  a "mystery”.  It  can  only  be  suggested  that  there  may  indeed  be 
iries  in  the  highland  glens  with  a partiality  for  whisky!

Summarising  the  aforementioned  tables  it  will  be  noted  that  30,641  lbs  meat  and  offal 
is  condemned.  This  comprised  18,296  lbs  meat  and  12,  345  lbs  offal  and  involved  1,  160  of 
,702  animals  slaughtered. 

Prior  to  1958  meat  inspection  at  the  Slaughterhouses  was  carried  out  by  local 
iterinary  Surgeons*  At  Crieff  the  slaughterman  was  also  employed  as  a Detention  Officer 
1st  January,  1958,  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  took  over  the  duties  of  Detention 
5cer  at  the  slaughterhouses  at  Blairgowrie  and  Milnathort  This  placed  a heavy  burden 
the  Inspectors-  especially  at  Blairgowrie  where  there  are  two  slaughterhouses  with  a 
irge  kill,  and  it  is  to  their  credit  that  100%  meat  inspection  was  carried  out.  The 
Ficiency  of  this  service  was  also  due  to  the  co  operation  which  the  Inspectors  received 
om  the  local  Veterinary  Surgeons  who  act  as  Meat  Inspectors  and  the  management  of  the 
ispective  si  augh  terhouse. 

In  addition  to  their  duties  of  meat  inspection  these  District  Sanitary  Inspectors 
so  help  with  investigations  where  animals  are  found  infected  with  tuberculosis  Ch  one 
icasion  in  Blairgowrie  it  was  noted  that  five  out  of  seven  pigs  sent  in  from  certain 
emises  were  affected  with  tuberculosis  This  information  was  communicated  to  the 
iterinary  Inspector  who  was  able  to  trace  the  cause  of  infection  back  to  the  source 

Oh  1st  January.  1959  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  at  Crieff  -and  Dunblane  take 
rer  the  duties  of  Detention  Officer  at  these  slaughterhouses  This  work  will  then  cover 
:e  whole  of  the  combined  County  and  although  the  provision  of  holiday  reliefs  etc  will 
■esent  special  problems,  it  is  expected  that,  during  1959  and  in  the  future,  all  meat 
aughtered  in  the  County  will  be  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  all  of  whom  are 
lalified  for  this  work

Oily  5 non-designated  premises  remain  in  the  County.  At  4 dairies  works  of  improve 
ment  have  already  begun  and  they  will  be  brought  up  to  the  fyelaws  standard  and  suitable 
for  the  production  of  T.  T.  milk  early  in  1959.  The  future  of  the  remaining  dairy  is 
doubtful  and  it  is  possible  that  the  registration  will  have  to  be  revoked. 

The  task  of  raising  the  standard  of  the  premises  or  having  milk  production 
isoon  tinued  at  these  unsatisfactory  dairies  has  not  been  an  easy  one.  Approximately  10 
visits  were  made  in  this  connection  during  the  year.  Fach  visit  was  a follow-up  to  the 
previous  one  and  included  a little  more  "sales  talk".  Many  of  the  producers  have  a weal 
or  excuses  ror  their  delays  and  each  one  had  to  be  broken  down  individually  Vthere 
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nprovement  work  involving  alterations  was  necessary,  plans  were  prepared  for  the 
-oducers,  builders  were  contacted  on  their  behalf  and  often  taken  to  the  site  (in  certain 

areas  the  builders  took  as  long  to 
give  an  estimate  as  the  unwilling 
producers  took  to  ask  them)  and 
contacts  were  established  in  St 
Andrew*  s House  to  reduce  the  time  -lag 
where  applications  were  made  for  Farm 
Improvement  Grants,  In  the  latter 
connection  the  Department’s  Officials 
gave  us  considerable  assistance  and 
in  many  cases  saved  weeks  of  delay 
They  could  also  give  a quick  answer 
to  the  excuse  "the  work  will  be 
started  as  soon  as  our  application 
for  Grant  is  approved"  - especially 
when  no  application  had  been 
submi tted.

All  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  by  investigational  visits  and  further 
mples.  In  a few  instances  it  was  necessary  to  take  rinses  and  swabs  of  equipment  before 
e reason  for  the  unsatisfactory  sample  was  found. 

Thirty  formal  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis,  three  of  which  were  found 
be  deficient  in  fat.  The  vendors  were  fined  £50  (this  man  having  had  five  similar 
evious  convictions),  £4  and  £10  respectively. 

The  31  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  were  all  inspected  during  the 
ar.  Sixty  seven  such  inspections  were  carried  out.  Certain  manufacturers  tend  to  use 
eir  ice  cream  premises  as  stores  for  other  goods  or  do  not  pay  sufficient  attention  to 
e manufacture  of  ice  cream  during  the  busy  summer  period  and  it  is  only  by  regular 
sits  that  these  premises  are  kept  as  they  should  be. 

In  one  case  the  premises  were  found  to  be  in  such  a poor  state  that  the  advice  given 
> the  owner  was  to  discontinue  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.  The  owner  agreed  and  now 
:11s  only  prepacked  ice  cream 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  work  of  my  Department  relating  to  Food  Hygiene  was  again  mainly  confined  to  new 
remises  when  plans  were  submitted  for  Building  Byelaw  approval  and  to  existing  food 
usinesses  during  the  course  of  normal  routine  visits.  Without  the  long  awaited  Food 
I'giene  Regulations  it  was  difficult  to  advise  traders  as  to  what  alterations  to  carry  out 
id  what  equipment  to  provide  in  their  food  premises. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  necessary  and  the  photographs  on 
ages  32  and  35  show  conditions  under  which  food  is  handled  at  a camp  for  seasonal  workers, 
len  food  is  prepared  in  such  premises  one  wonders  how  many  cases  of  food  poisoning  are 
assed  off  as  the  result  of  a "change  of  water"  or  too  much  fruit.

No  instance  came  to  notice  where  "Dipterex",  a ready  prepared  fly  bait,  or  "Dieldrin", 
n insecticide,  were  used  in  food  storage  premises  during  the  year.

Hiring  the  year  2 poultry  packing  businesses  were  inspected,  particular  attention 
being  given  to  the  period  during  Christmas  and  New  Year,  when  there  was  the  greatest  ! 
demand  for  table  birds  In  each  case  the  quality  of  the  birds  was  excellent  and  the 
packers  were  rejecting  any  birds  which  were  diseased  or  of  poor  quality  In  no  instano 
was  it  necessary  for  any  poultry  to  be  seized  at  the  packing  centres.

DRAINAGE 


All  new  drainage  schemes  and  altered  drainage  installations  were  inspected  and  test* 
on  completion  This  entailed  the  application  of  289  drain  tests, 

A considerable  number  of  plans  submitted  showed  drainage  to  septic  tanks.  The 
designs  of  the  septic  tanks  varied  from  simple  square  boxes  to  complicated  chambers  with 
baffles  and  sand  filters!  Plans  were  prepared  of  an  approved  type  of  tank  and  issued  to 
applicants  in  need  of  guidance 

The  final  disposal  of  effluent  from  septic  tanks  also  gave  rise  to  considerable 
difficulty  in  many  cases.  The  statement  "drainage  to  existing  field  tiles*  had  always  to  l 
checked  - often  to  find  that  these  words  were  written  in  the  hope  that  there  were  field 
tiles  available  Where  effluents  were  to  discharge  into  streams  ' the  stream  had  to  be 
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inspected  before  approving  the  proposals,  In  most  cases  it  was  necessary  to  check  the 
size  of  these  streams  since  the  word  "stream"  seems  to  include  dried  up  watercourses  and 
roadside  ditches  It  was  also  found  necessary  to  ensure  that  streams  into  which  drainage 
was  to  discharge  were  not  being  used  as  sources  of  water  supply  further  down-stream.  This 
was  found  to  be  so  on  two  occasions. 

In  the  Western  District  all  new  or  altered  discharges  into  watercourses  had  to  be 
notified  to  the  Forth  River  Purification  Board.  Twenty  such  notifications  were  required 
during  the  year. 


COUNTY  DRAINAGE  SCHEMES 

The  following  information  has  been  provided  by  the  Water  and  Drainage  Department  of 
the  Council. 

foneral  The  standard  of  operation  of  the  Sewage  Treatment  Works  throughout  the  County 
has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year.  The  two  Vacuum  Tank  Waggons  are  able  to  give 
regular  and  systematic  attention  to  all  the  works. 

The  travelling  mechanic  continues  to  make  regular  visits  and  to  keep  the  mechanical 
plant  in  good  repair. 

New  Works  Only  one  new  Sewage  Treatment  Works  was  brought  into  operation  during  the  year 

at  Aberuthven, 

This  village  has  never  had  a drainage  system  although  portions  of  the  present  scheme 
were  laid  some  years  ago  to  afford  drainage  for  Council  Houses  with  temporary  treatment 
provided  by  septic  tank.  The  whole  of  the  village  has  now  been  provided  with  sewers 
draining  to  the  new  Sewage  Treatment  Works  situated  off  the  main  road  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Ruthven  Water,  Sewage  treatment  consists  of  precipitation  in  Sedimentation  Tanks, 
filtration  through  Filter  Beds  and  further  precipitation  in  Humus  Tanks  before  the  effluent 
is  discharged  into  the  Ruthven  Water  approximately  a quarter  of  a mile  downstream  from  the 
Works  Provision  has  been  made  for  desludging  the  Sedimentation  Tanks  into  a Sludge  Well 
lienee  it  is  removed  by  Vacuum  Tank  Waggon  The  Humus  Tanks  are  desludged  direct  by  the 
Vacuum  Tank  Waggon, 

Sew  Works  in  Progress.  Work  is  in  progress  on  Phase  II  of  the  Forgandenny  Drainage  Scheme 
whi ch  will  complete  the  scheme  for  this  village.  It  not  only  affords  drainage  for  the 
Village  but  also  for  the  residential  Strathallan  School.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
system  will  be  in  operation  by  the  Autumn  of  1959, 

Design  work  is  proceeding  with  the  drainage  schemes  for  Abernethy  Landward  Area  and 
Caputh  The  Abernethy  Landward  Area  Scheme  is  in  process  of  being  scheduled  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  scheme  will  be  commenced  and  completed  during  1959, 

Existing  Works-  During  the  year  no  major  repairs  were  required  at  any  of  the  existing 

Sewage  Treatment  Works, 

Existing  Districts.  Small  sewer  extensions  for  housing  Schemes  were  constructed  at 
Bankfoot  Dunning  and  Scone  (Sandy  Road  and  Balgarvie  Development).

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  following  information  has  been  provided  by  the  Water  and  Drainage  Department  of 
the  Council 

At  the  end  of  1958  with  the  passing  of  the  Loch  Turret  Water  Order  the  first  meeting 

of  the  Loch  Turret  Water  Board  was  held  Construction  will  commence  in  the  summer  of  195 

Negotiations  have  continued  with  Blairgowrie,  Rattray  and  District  Water  Board, 
ai rgowrie  Town  Council  and  Coupar  Angus  Town  Council  regarding  the  proposed  Benachally 
Regional  Water  Scheme,  and  in  consultation  with  the  Consultant  Engineer,  jointly  appoint! 
by  the  Board  and  the  Council  to  report  on  the  joint  headworks,  and  the  Meteorological 
Office,  various  rain  gauges  have  been  sited  on  the  catchment  area,  in  order  that  the  yielc 

of  the  area  can  be  more  accurately  estimated.  Gauging  weirs  on  the  streams  will  also  be 

fitted  Preliminary  plans  of  the  scheme  have  been  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Health 
for  their  observations,  and  progress  in  the  negotiations,  though  necessarily  slow  has  bei 
made. 


This  year  for  the  first  time,  the  total  probable  expenditure  on  water  schemes  was  in 
fact  very  slightly  exceeded,  the  estimated  expenditure  being  £8  1,  505  while  the  actual 
expenditure  was  £82,  785.  In  previous  years,  for  various  reasons,  the  actual  expenditure 
was  usually  much  below  the  estimate,  so  this  year  can  be  looked  upon  as  successful,  at 
least  from  the  point  of  view  of  work  done. 

In  the  Western  part  of  the  County  progress  on  the  Aberfoyle  and  Gartmore  augmentatic 
schemes  has  been  disappointingly  slow,  but  the  new  supply  should  reach  Gartmore  in  the 
spring  of  1959,  and  should  extend  to  Kinlochard  soon  after. 

After  a slow  start,  the  scheme  to  serve  farms  in  the  Ebun e/Dean ston  area  has 
proceeded  rapidly,  and  the  main  laying  and  clear  water  tank  contracts  are  now  virtually 
complete.  It  is  hoped  that  the  complete  scheme  will  shortly  be  in  operation. 

In  the  Scone/ Lai be ggie  area,  the  main  has  been  extended  from  Townhead  Huts  to  Gretna 
Green  thus  linking  Balbeggie  and  Perth  Supplies.  The  High  parts  of  Scone  can  now  be 
served  from  Balbeggie  instead  of  from  Perth  Burgh  as  water  is  available.  Under  this 
arrangement,  the  consumers  also  enjoy  much  better  pressure  than  that  formerly  available  t 
the  upper  parts  of  Scone. 

At  Bankfoot,  the  extension  from  the  New  Inn  to  East  Mains  was  completed,  and  water 
from  Loch  Ordie  can  now  be  passed  through  the  new  main  to  Luncarty  giving  increased 
pressure  in  the  area.  An  extension  also  took  place  to  farms  in  the  Speediehill  area, 
while  a new  main  was  laid  from  Caimeyhill  clear  water  tank  to  the  EUnkeld/Perth  road.  Th 
clear  water  tank  itself  was  successfully  re-floored  and  made  into  a two- compartment  tank, 
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this  arrangement  obviates  the  need  for  shutting  down  the  supply  when  maintenance  work 
Ln  progress. 

At  Muckhart,  a bulk  supply  of  water  is  being  obtained  from  Fife  County  Council,  and 
t on  the  laying  of  mains  to  serve  the  village  has  been  commenced 

A minor  extension  of  main  took  place  in  the  Balbeggie  area  when  the  main  was  extended 
n Parkhead  to  Stobhall,  while  at  Bendochy  the  main  was  extended  towards  Myreriggs 

At  Lethendy,  a branch  was  laid  to  serve  Easter  Caputh  and  Braecock  while  at  Tomaknock 
lin  is  being  laid  to  Carsehead 

At  Scone,  a new  main  is  being  laid  to  serve  a large  private  housing  development  at 
garvie.  and  this  main  will  also  alleviate  pressure  loss  at  peak  periods  in  the  higher 
t of  Bonhard.  Road

l A few  private  wells  ceased  to  flow  which  was  rather  surprising.  The  Thornhill 
Lage  springs  are  now  running  short  and  this  village  had  to  be  fed  off  Stirling  Burgh, 

Considerable  flexibility  is  now  obtained  through  various  cross-links  between  County 
jlies.  These,  although  not  in  themselves  sufficient  to  feed  either  area  which  may  be 
ced,  are  proving  invaluable  in  providing  an  alterative  supply  on  occasion  to  quite 
ge  areas  and  the  one  supply  is  helping  the  other  in  a most  agreeable  fashion.  These

From  Stirling  Burgh  to  Thornhill  and  now  linking  up  with  Doune. 

From  Aberfoyle  toKinlochard  and  Gartmore.

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COMPLAINTS 


A certain  proportion  of  the  work  of  my  Department  arises  from  complaints.  In  1958 
the  following  complaints  were  received:

(b)  Inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  water  supplies 

(c)  Overcrowding 

(d)  Deposits  of  Refuse 

(e)  Pollution  of  rivers,  etc. 

(f)  Dirty  Houses 

(g)  Burial  grounds 

(h)  Smoke 

(i)  Others 

Nfost  of  these  complaints  were  genuine  and  dealt  with  by  my  staff.  A few  were  passed 
on  to  other  Departments  and  the  remainder,  usually  the  results  of  neighbours’  quarrels, 
suitably  disposed  of. 

In  only  12  cases  was  it  necessary  to  issue  formal  intimations  under  Section  19  of  the 
Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897  These  nuisances  were  abated  without  the  need  for 
further  action. 

INSECT  AND  OTHER  INFESTATIONS 

Most  of  the  insect  infestations  notified  were  dealt  with  by  the  householders  concerned 
after  advice  from  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  but  a few  infestations  by  wasps,  etc.  had  to  b« 
treated  by  the  Rat  Catchers.

CINEMAS 

There  are  two  cinemas  and  three  halls  used  for  cinematograph  performances  in  the 
County.  These  were  visited  in  connection  with  contraventions  of  the  Cinematograph  (Safety 
(Scotland)  Regulations,  1955  and  the  renewal  of  licences  under  the  main  Act 

Rather  than  carry  out  major  works  of  alteration  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  the 
proprietor  of  the  two  cinemas  decided  to  reduce  the  number  of  performances  from  6 to  3 pe 
week.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Fortunately  there  is  a comparatively  small  number  of  trades  or  businesses  with  a 
smoke  problem  in  the  Landward  Area  of  the  County.  This  problem  does  exist,  however,  and 
although  the  time  spent  in  this  connection  during  the  year  was  mainly  of  an  advisory 
nature  one  distiller  was  persuaded  to  instal  mechanical  stokers  and  another  offender 
promised  to  instal  suitable  plant  within  the  next  year,  A few  large  factories  do  not 
appear  to  be  over  eager  to  reduce  their  smoke  output,  but  the  remaining  provision  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  came  into  operation  on  31st  December,  1958  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
use  of  the  Ringelmann  chart  will  convince  the  management  of  these  factories  that  their 
present  practices  do  not  comply  with  the  Act  and  cannot  be  continued

her vice  Demands  for  this  Service  increase  each  year  and  1958  was  no  exception  To 

satisfy  these  demands  is  not  always  an  easy  matter,  especially  if  the  area  is  outwith  th 
orbit  of  our  Regional  Schemes,  and  it  is  usually  difficult  to  find  (1)  a suitable  disposal 
point  for  refuse,  and  (2)  a contractor  to  do  the  work  at  reasonable  cost  An  example  of 
this  arose  in  Killi ecrankie  where  there  was  an  urgent  need  for  a service  but  neither  a 
disposal  point  or  contractor  could  be  found  Fortunately  both  difficulties  were  overcome 
when  the  Town  Council  of  Pitlochry  agreed  to  undertake  the  work  and  a once  weekly  refuse 
collection  was  provided  Not  every  area  is  so  favourably  situated,  however  and  the  old 
system  of  local  arrangements  for  each  village  is  gradually  giving  way  to  Council  operate, 
schemes  At  Ballmluig  and  Logierait,  for  instance,  the  local  contractor  gave  up  his 
scavenging  contract  and,  since  no  other  suitable  contractor  could  be  found  the  district 
had  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Perth  Regional  organisation. 


In  May,  1959  a Regional  Scheme  for  the  Central  District  comes  into  operation  This 
scheme  will  take  over  the  work  of  private  contractors  for  nine  Special  Districts  in  the 
Central  District  alone  It  will  also  include  Braco  and  Greenloaning  and  certain  other 
areas  without  refuse  collection  facilities. 


This  was  the  tenth  year  of  operation  of  the  Perth  Regional  Scheme  and,  as  the  scope 
of  the  work  had  changed  considerably  in  that  time,  a survey  was  made  of  the  whole 
collection  and  disposal  organisation.  This  survey  revealed  that  some  inefficiencies  had 
arisen  in  the  organisation.  These  were  mainly  due  to  the  inability  of  the  existing 
vehicles  to  absorb  the  increased  number  of  premises  and  extra  mileage  which  had  been  adde 
over  the  years,  Che  answer  to  the  problem  was  to  increase  the  carrying  capacity  of  the 
collection  vehicles,  thereby  reducing  the  mileage  and  time  spent  on  runs  to  the  disposal 
point  With  this  in  mind  a suitable  vehicle  was  demonstrated  at  work  in  Scone  This 
vehicle  had  a nominal  body  capacity  of  12  cubic  yards,  but  by  a compression  device  could 
carry  20  cu  yds,  of  refuse,  and  the  demonstration  indicated  that  it  would  take 
approximately  twice  the  amount  of  refuse  carried  by  the  existing  vehicles.  Such  a vehicl 
would  remove  refuse  from  Scone  In  one  day  with  three  runs  to  the  disposal  tip,  whereas 
with  the  existing  method  two  12  cu,  yd.  side  loading  vehicles  and  a total  of  seven 
disposal  runs  were  required.  These  advantages  were  equally  applicable  in  other  parts  of 
the  Regional  District  and,  allied  with  a change  in  the  system  of  collection  from  the 
Route  to  the  "Day"  method,  would  remove  the  inefficiencies  which  had  arisen.  Proposals 
to  re-organise  the  working  of  the  Regional  Scheme  and  purchase  a compression  type 
collection  vehicle  were  accepted  by  the  Committee  of  Management  and  were  to  be  brought 
into  effect  early  in  1959, 

Refuse  disposal  tips  gave  rise  to  much  concern  during  the  year  and  it  was  found  that 
with  the  existing  man-power  and  time  available  tips  could  not  be  kept  in  a proper  state. 
By  demonstration  it  was  shown  that  a light  tractor /shovel  would  achieve  the  desired 
standards  on  our  tips  and  one  man  with  this  machine  could  deal  with  all  the  tips  in  the 
Perth  Regional  Scheme  on  a regular  rota.  It  was  agreed  that  a tractor/ shovel  be  purchase, 
and  put  into  use  during  the  following  year. 


Street  Sweeping.  Street  sweeping  was  the  focus  of  much  attention  during  the  year 
- . . 30(1  there  appeared  to  be  a greater  appreciation  of  the  importanc. 

of-  this  function,  This  was  due  in  some  measure  to  anti-litter  campaigns  and  a desire  to 
preserve  the  amenity  of  the  villages,  although  the  cleanliness  of  our  streets  is  also  a 
vital  factor  in  environmental  health  which  should  not  be  overlooked.  The  cost  of 
providing  this  service  too  often  influences  its  use  and  a happy  compromise  was  sought  by 
the  employment  of  pensioners  on  a part-time  basis,  Stanley  and  Luncarty  villages  were 
dealt  with  first  by  this  method  and  the  arrangement  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  A simila 
procedure  was  adopted  for  Aberfoyle  and  again  found  favour,  but  proposals  to  deal  with 
Glen  arg  in  like  manner  had  no  success.  The  failure  at  Glenfarg  was  due  to  the  lack  of 
pensioners  suitable  for  the  work  and  it  appears  that,  in  certain  areas,  this  factor  could 
render  the  scheme  inpracticable. 
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An  alternative  in  such  circumstances  would  mean  a greater  cost,  perhaps  three  times 
much  for  a full  time  employee  and,  of  course,  the  ratepayer  bears  the  burden,  Would 
at  be  placing  too  high  a value  on  environmental  health  and  amenity?

This  was  the  first  year  of  the  separate  paper  collection  in  Scone  and  as  expected 
ere  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  quantity  of  paper  collected,  as  shown  below

The  considerable  difference  in  the  Income  as  compared  to  the  paper  collected  is 
plained  by  the  fact  that  a larger  proportion  of  the  salvage  collected  in  1957  consisted 
books  for  which  there  is  a smaller  rate  per  ton. 


STREET  LIGHTING 


Street  Lighting  was  introduced  to  three  new  Districts  during  the  year,  at  Keltie 
Ldge,  Muirton  of  Ardhlair  and  Kenmore,  making  the  total  number  of  Special  Lighting 
stricts  in  the  County  50,  The  installation  of  street  lighting  at  Kenmore  aroused 
isiderable  local  interest  and  there  developed  a healthy  desire  to  preserve  the 
tractive  Square.  This  resulted  in  a complete  departure  from  normal  procedures  and 
rough  the  co-operation  and  aid  of  local  interest  the  end  results  were  extremely 
tisfactory.  Six  Georgian  style  wall-mounted  lanterns  using  300  watt  lamps  were  erected 
the  Square  and  the  effect  was  pleasing  by  day  and  night. 

During  the  year  new  street  lighting  was  programmed  for  Leny  Feus,  Callander,  to  be 
stalled  in  1959.  A section  of  the  proposed  District  included  the  trunk  road  and  to 
mtain  uniformity  of  lighting  with  Callander  Burgh  this  section  is  to  be  done  to  trunk 
id  standards.  The  installation  will  comprise  ten  140  watt  sodium  discharge  lamps 
mted  at  25  feet  on  steel  columns  and  spaced  at  120  feet  apart.  This  will  be  the  first 
ink  road  lighting  erected  in  the  County  and  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  the  forerunner  of 
iroved  lighting  on  the  main  traffic  routes  through  our  villages. 

With  the  growing  volume  and  speed  of  traffic  on  the  roads  good  road  lighting  is  more 
tal  than  ever  as  a factor  in  reducing  death  on  the  roads.

1.  Water  Supply  The  water  supply  was  excellent  in  quality  and  ample  in  quantity. 

2.  Drainage.  The  sewage  works,  comprising  grit  chambers  and  sedimentation  tanks,  the 
effluent  finally  being  discharged  into  the  River  Tay,  worked  reasonably  satisfactorily. 
Provision  of  automatic  rotary  filters  has  been  approved,  and  these  will  improve  the  efflu 
considerably. 

3 Cleansing  The  scavenging  arrangements  were  satisfactory,  and  the  refuse  coup  was 
well  maintained 

4,  Housing  No  new  houses  were  completed,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  8 were  under  con 
struction  and  proposals  for  the  conversion  of  four  unfit  houses  into  2 modern  houses  had 
been  approved, 

5 Factories  There  are  21  mechanical  and  4 non -mechanical  factories  in  the  Burgh,  an 
12  inspections  were  made. 

6.  Offensive  Trades.  There  are  none.  The  slaughterhouse  has  not  been  in  use  during  t 
year. 

7.  Burial  Ground.  The  present  burial  ground  was  well  maintained,  but  it  is  proving  ve 
difficult  to  find  a site  for  a new  burial  ground. 

8.  General,  Conditions  at  the  school  and  hostels  were  satisfactory.  The  Caravan  Site 
proving  popular  in  this  tourist  area.  During  the  year  111  lbs.  of  miscellaneous  foodst 
were  condemned  and  seized  with  the  consent  of  the  owners.  Various  minor  complaints 
regarding  housing  and  drainage  etc.  were  received  and  dealt  with.
